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PROGRAM  NOTES 

On  Sunday,  November  29,  we  begin  a  series  of  monthly  Studio  Concerts 
presented  in  cooperation  with  the  San  Francisco  Conservatory  of  Music.  The  series 
will  embrace  recitals  by  some  of  the  members  of  this  most  distinguished  music 
faculty,  as  well  as  performances  and  compositions  by  conservatory  students.  A  visit 
to  the  Conservatory's  magnificent  new  home  in  San  Francisco  will  convince  anyone 
that  here  is  one  of  the  liveliest  and  most  important  institutions  of  its  kind  in  the 
country.  We  are  most  pleased  to  establish  in  a  more  formal  way  a  relationship 
that  has  always  been  cordial  and  mutually  beneficial. 

On  the  November  29th  concert  we  will  have  a  program  of  music  by  Ferruccio 
Busoni,  the  extraordinary  Italian-born  teacher,  composer  and  pianist  whose  influ- 
ence shaped  a  major  part  of  contemporary  musical  thinking.  Pianist  Egon  Petri, 
an  old  friend  of  KPFA  and  a  close  associate  of  Busoni  for  many  years,  will  be 
joined  by  Hans  Bassermann,  violinist,  and  Carlo  Bussotti,  pianist,  for  this  program; 
Dr.  Petri  will  also  give  a  short  talk  about  Busoni.  He  received  his  first  lessons  from 
Busoni  ("in  jest,"  he  says)  at  the  age  of  five,  and  began  serious  study  with  him  at 
Weimar  fifteen  years  later.  "Busoni/7  he  writes,  "was  Italian,  but  his  education  was 
German.  He  was  brought  up  in  Vienna  and  had  the  thorough  culture  of  Bach  and 
so  on.  He  always  thought  Berlin  was  the  best  place  for  an  artist,  with  its  operas, 
concerts,  libraries  and  social  life.  Busoni  returned  to  Germany  from  Zurich,  where 
he  had  spent  the  war  years,  and  thought  that  everything  was  to  be  normal  again. 
Through  his  influence  I  became  professor  at  the  Hochschule  fuer  Musik  .  .  .  about 
the  finest  academic  position  any  musician  could  want."
